WASHINGTON The scandal involving former 
CIA Director David Petraeus widened Tues- 
day as defense officials said they were look- 
ing into “flirtatious” emails between General 
John Allen, the top U.S. commander in Af 
ghanistan, and a woman at the center of the 
affair. 

Defense Department officials said they 
were sifting through 30,000 pages of email 
and other communications between Allen 
and Jill Kelley, a Florida socialite whose com- 
plaints about harassing messages from Pe- 
traeus’ biographer led to the discovery of his 
affair. 

But first, a quick recap on what has become 


a national soap opera with international im- 
plications. 

Petraeus resigned Friday, saying he had 
engaged in an extramarital affair. 

The woman with whom he had the affair, 
Paula Broadwell, co-wrote the book “All In: 
The Education of General David Petraeus.” 

Complaints from Kelley about emails 
from Broadwell prompted the FBI investi- 
gation that ultimately revealed Petraeus’ in- 
volvement with his biographer. 

The unidentified FBI agent whom Kelley 
contacted to start the investigation has come 
under scrutiny after it was discovered he had 
sent shirtless photographs of himself to Kel- 
ley long before the investigation. 


Petraeus and Allen both recently inter- 
vened in a child custody battle on behalf of 
Natalie Khawam, Kelley’s twin sister, court 
documents show, as she sought to gain more 
visitation rights with her son. 

The revelation of Allen’s potential involve- 
ment in the situation threatens to fell another 
of the military’s biggest names. It also compli- 
cates President Obama’s efforts to wind down 
the war in Afghanistan and reorganize his na- 
tional security team following his re-election. 

A senior defense official said the emails 
between Allen and Kelley were seen as poten- 
tially inappropriate because they were “flirta- 
tious” in nature, not because they dealt with 
sensitive information. Allen has denied that

the two had a sexual relationship, officials said 
on condition of anonymity. 

Defense Secretary Leon Panetta said Allen 
would stay in his job for the time being, and 
the White House said Obama still had faith 
in Allen’s ability to command US. troops in 
Afghanistan. 

But asked how Obama saw the unfolding 
scandal at a time when his priorities include 
the impending “fiscal cliff,” Press Secretary 
Jay Carney said: “I certainly wouldn’t call it 
welcome.”

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Hot Cheetos and other fiery snacks 
land in some health advocates’ crosshairs

On a recent sunny fall afternoon, students 
from Lake View High School streamed out of 
a nearby convenience store munching after- 
school snacks. 

Some bought cookies and snack cakes. Oth- 
ers got soft drinks and candy. But the majority 
walked out of Touchdown Food Mart with 
crinkly orange bags of Flamin’ Hot Cheetos 
—sometimes with warm cheese sauce poured 
on top of the fiery red curls. 

“Once you start eating them, they are kind 
of addicting, and you can't help it,” said soph- 
omore Zian Garcia. “Personally, I have been 
eating them for years, and I cannot stop. I just 
have this urge to eat them.” 

In the 20 years since Frito-Lay launched 
Flamin’ Hot Cheetos as a snack aimed at ur- 
ban convenience stores, the product has in- 
spired dozens of spicy competitors, multiple 
Facebook fan pages, a viral rap video and le- 


In honor of the 20th anniversary of Flamin’ Hot Cheetos 
(which remain as popular and controversial as ever), we 
tasted a selection of competitors that have emerged over the 
past two decades. If we are going to eat them, we might as 


well eat the tastiest, right? 


Our team of food writers, editors and teen journalists 
tasted a dozen hot chip brands. The winner: the tangy and 
incendiary rolled tortilla chip called Takis Fuego. This Mexican 
import made by the Barcel company offered a satisfyingly 
crunchy texture with a dazzling but perfectly balanced lime 


and chili coating. 


The snack has become so popular that Frito-Lay has pro- 
duced its own near perfect copy called Doritos Dinamita. 
While it’s close, Dinamita lacked the multiple layers of 
crackle that give Takis their signature crunch, and the flavor- 
ing was just a tad off with a slightly herbal lime note that 


popped too much. TRIBUNE 


gions of loyal young fans. 

But for many school administrators 
and public health advocates, the wild 
popularity of Flamin’ Hots inspires con- 
cern. To many, they've become shorthand 
for everything that is wrong with the diets 
of American children, whose obesity rates 
have tripled since 1980. 

While it’s true that Flamin’ Hots, also 
known as Hot Cheetos, deliver high levels of 
salt, fat and artificial colors with little nutri- 
tion or fiber in return, the same can be said 
for similar snacks. 

Yet there is something about Flamin’ Hot 
Cheetos that inflames critics in a way that 
other snacks—including regular Cheetos — 
never did. Some schools and districts, includ- 
ing the Noble Street Charter School Network 
and the entire Rockford Public Schools dis- 
trict, have banned Flamin’ Hots by name, cit- 
ing nutritional concerns.

Emerging research on food addiction sug- 
gests that processed salty, fatty or sweet foods 
of any kind—also called “hyperpalatable 
foods” —can trigger brain responses similar to 
those created by controlled substances in ad- 
dicted individuals. 

People react differently to a processed food 
than they do to foods found whole in nature, 
said Ashley Gearhardt, an assistant profes- 
sor of clinical psychology at the University of 
Michigan. 

“It’s something that has been engineered so 
that it is fattier and saltier and more novel to 
the point where our body, brain and pleasure 
centers react to it more strongly than if we 
were eating, say, a handful of nuts,” Gearhardt 
said. “We are seeing those classic signs of ad- 
diction, the cravings and loss of control and 
preoccupation with it.” 

How popular are Flamin’ Hots across the 
country? It’s hard to say exactly. Market re- 
search data from Symphony IRI, which col- 
lects product scans from major retail stores 
excluding Wal-Mart, suggests potato chips 
are still the No. 1 salty snack food sold in 
American stores.

The data also show that another Frito-Lay 
product, Doritos, sells more units than Chee- 
tos, but the figures aren’t broken down by fla- 
vor or demographics. 

Frito-Lay will not share sales figures for its 
products or comment on criticisms of Flamin’ 
Hots, but it does confirm that the flavor was 
introduced in the early ’90s (some accounts 
say 1991; others 1992) to target “convenience 
stores in urban markets.” Today the compa- 
ny’s Flamin’ Hot line—including Flamin’ Hot 
Fritos, Flamin’ Hot Fries and XXTra Flamin’ 
Hot Cheetos—has expanded to include at 
least 10 other snacks. 

Many spicy snacks have emerged to chal- 
lenge Flamin’ Hots over the years, including

Crunchy Kurls and Sizzlin’ Cheese Flavored 
Twists. But in the city’s corner stores, Flamin’ 
Hot Cheetos still reign supreme, owners say. 

If Flamin’ Hot Cheetos have any serious 
competition for young urban allegiance, it’s 
from a Mexican import called Takis, made by 
Barcel. Especially popular in the Latino com- 
munity, Takis are tortilla chips that are rolled, 
fried and coated in lime and chili powder. 

“The first time I ate Takis, I thought I 
would just eat a couple and put it away, but 
I ate half the bag,” said Iman Rana, a senior 
at Whitney Young High School in Chicago. 
“They are just like a better version of every- 
thing.” 

While some kids take sides, others swear 
by both.

called “Hot Cheetos and Takis” scored more 
than 3 million YouTube views. Created as part 
of a YMCA-sponsored writing workshop, the 
song features a group of pint-size urban rap- 
pers from Minneapolis reciting the hooky 
refrain: 

“Hot Cheetos and Takis/ Hot Cheetos and 
Takis/ I can’t get enough of these Hot Chee- 
tos and Takis/ Got my fingers stained red and 
I cannot get them off me/ You can catch me 
and my crew eating Hot Cheetos and Takis.” 

Are snacks like Flamin’ Hots addictive? For 
some people, maybe so. Gene-Jack Wang, a 
senior scientist at Brookhaven National Lab- 
oratory in New York, in September co-wrote 
a review of the neurobiological overlaps be- 
tween obesity and substance addiction. 

In both conditions, the paper notes, the 
perceived importance of the reward (food or 
drugs) becomes exaggerated at the expense 
of other rewards, triggering “abrupt dopa- 
mine increases” that “can override the brain’s 
... control mechanisms” that would normally 
moderate consumption. 

“You can almost equate the craving [for 
processed food] to that of cocaine,” said 
Wang, a radiologist. 

But should food-makers be punished for 
doing their job—essentially making some- 
thing taste so delicious that customers can’t 
get enough? 

“I don't blame them for creating it,” Gear- 
hardt said. “I think there is a lot of competi- 
tion to create ... the most rewarding and po- 
tentially addictive product possible so people 
crave it and they want to buy another bag.” 

“But once the evidence has come out that 
they have created a substance that is capable 
of hijacking the neural system ... then I feel 
like it falls under their ethical obligation to 
ask how this should affect the way they mar- 
ket and push the product.”

Nachtmystium’s front 
man talks divorce, 
drugs and death metal 


There’s a moment on 
“Silencing Machine,” 
the sixth full-length 
studio album from 
local black metal 
noisemakers Nacht- 
mystium, where the 
dark clouds part and 

things briefly take a more optimistic turn, 

as frontman Blake Judd howls, “Somehow I 

know something better awaits me!” 

It’s an ongoing search for Judd. The singer 
and creative force behind one of the city’s 
best bands— metal or otherwise—recently 
went through a bitter divorce and battled 
drug addiction for years before finally getting 
clean about 18 months ago. 

“It’s not always easy, and I’m not going to 
say I haven't had my moments where I’ve 
slipped,” said Judd, 30. “But where I’m at 
now, my eyes are open and I realize I have to 
lead a completely different life or I’m going 
to wither away.” 

Reached at home in Logan Square, the 
frontman opened up about overcoming 
addiction, recording alongside Sonic Youth’s 
Thurston Moore and the time he (maybe) 
appeared on “Family Guy.” 


You mentioned you're about to have a birth- 
day. Is 30 one of those ages that led to some 
reflection? 

That’s exactly where I’m at, man. I’ve had 

an interesting 20s, to say the least. The band 
has done well, but overall I’m flipping out, 
like, “Where the [bleep] is my life at?” I’m 30 
years old. I don’t own my own home. I’m not 
exactly where I'd like to be financially. I went 
through a nasty divorce after being married a 
little over a year. I didn’t see it coming, and it 
was very disruptive emotionally and in terms 
of my life. It was like, “How do I occupy my 
time now? What do I do?” The worst thing 
for anybody to do is to sit around, because 
you just end up dwelling on it. And that’s not 
good for anyone’s mental health. 


In conversation yourre really genial and 
upbeat, but then you put on the new record 
and hear these brutal, desperate songs like 
“| Wait in Hell” and “The Lepers of Destitu- 
tion.” 

Right, well those two songs...are very reflec- 
tive of my struggles with substance abuse. 

I feel like the whole drug thing has been 
publicized, but we did do an album called 


“Addicts” so it’s not like I wasn’t asking for 
that attention. For a couple years there I was 
really, really, really [bleeped] up. It sucked the 
soul out of me. I didn’t know who I was. My 
friends would look at me and say, “Your eyes 
are full of emptiness. You’re not there any- 
more.” There were times I was so down and 
out I was like, “Had I known this was where I 
was going to be back when I was 20, I might 
have made that decision to get that job or 

to finish college and do [music] more as a 
hobby.” That’s a lonely place, man. I sought 
therapy and treatment on my own, and I’ve

very much turned my life around since then. 


Disappears worked with Steve Shelley and 
you guys pulled in Thurston Moore for Twi- 
light (a black metal supergroup whose third 
album is expected out early 2013). What 
local band is Kim Gordon going to join? 
{Laughs.]} I have no idea. It'd be funny if she 
got involved with somebody though. The 
whole Sonic Youth thing is crazy. 


Have you been in the studio with Thurston? 
Yeah, we recorded the album in August. Iron- 


ically my wife chose to walk out on me three 
days before I started that session. That’s the 
last time I had a slip, so to speak. I com- 
pletely lost my mind there for about a week 
... and fell back into a lot of things I shouldn’t 
have fallen back into. I pulled myself out of 
it quickly and got my head out of my [bleep] 
within a couple days. Thurston’s contribution 
is neat because he didn’t change anything 
about how he plays. He didn’t try to become 
a black metal musician for this record. What 
I can say about it is there’s nothing in the 
world that sounds like it. 


A handful of metal blogs posted a screen 
grab of what looked like an animated ver- 
sion of you doing coke on an episode of 
“Family Guy.” Is this something you were 
aware of? 

I know about the “Family Guy” thing. I don’t 
know if that’s actually supposed to be me or 
not, but it is a pretty striking resemblance.

Again, I’ve got a ways to go until 
I can shake that [addict] stigma, and I know 
it. It’s a struggle everyday. But what am I 
going to do? Give in and be defeated by it and 
let it ruin my life more than it already has? 
Absolutely not.

Pass the cheese, please

REDEYE 

T have a rule when I dine out to not order 
items I could easily make at home. With this 
mantra in mind, I was skeptical that a grilled 
cheese spot could offer enough variety to 
keep me coming back. But when The Big 
Cheese opened just down the street from 
where I live in a storefront I’d watched turn 
over time and time again, I had to give it a 
shot to support the neighborhood. 

The scene: In the middle of family-friendly 
North Center, I wasn’t shocked to find a 
bunch of kiddos noshing on sandwiches on a 
Saturday around lunchtime. While the decor 
leans kid-friendly with walls the color of 
Kraft Singles, muscle-car posters and retro- 
looking superhero art, it’s not like dining in 
a day care. Couples and groups of 20-some- 
things will fit in just fine, and two TVs will 
appease sports fans looking to get a quick 
bite mid-game. 

The food: I’m a purist when it comes to 
grilled cheese, so I took advantage of the 
combo written on a chalkboard hanging from 
the wall: a $6.95 classic grilled cheese and a 
cup of tomato soup billed as being “for the 
99 percenters.” Buttery, thick-cut Texas toast 
comes stuffed with gooey cheddar and Ameri- 
can cheeses, crispy bacon and a thin slice of 
tomato. It’s basic but entirely satisfying. The 
creamy tomato soup was a tad bland and 
somewhat forgettable, making the heaping 
portion of fries dusted with parmesan the 
better side choice. Beyond the classic, there 
are a half dozen other options, all of which (of 
course) include melted cheese, but also ingre-

dients such as grilled chicken, Polish sausage 
and shiitake mushrooms with truffle oil. My 
spicy-food-loving companion opted for The 
Red Devil with roasted jalapenos, chihuahua 
cheese, cilantro and chorizo. Roasting the 
jalapenos takes out much of the bite but leaves 
anice flavor, and the bread soaks up all the 
greasy goodness of the sausage. I kept reach- 
ing across the table to steal another bite, so 
maybe I’m not such a purist after all? 

The drinks: Julius Mein! coffee will pair 
perfectly with the breakfast sandwiches com- 
ing soon, but for now, a soda is the way to go. 

The service: On several occasions, the 
friendly but frenzied staff apologized unnec- 
essarily. While dropping off our food, a server 
said, “Sorry and thanks for your patience,” 
when it had taken less than 10 minutes to ar- 
rive. Chalk it up to new-restaurant nerves. 

Bottom line: With its location down the 
block from Half Acre’s hopping new bring- 
your-own-food taproom, I suspect The Big 
Cheese will see a boom in carryout business. 
It’s the perfect food for soaking up suds and 
the price point (sandwiches start at $5) will 
make locals and beer-loving outsiders happy.

Now it’s ‘Call of Duty’ vs. Frako 4

The video game industry got a much needed 
bonus Nov. 6 as “Halo 4” players around the 
world spent more than $220 million on the 
heavily marketed sequel. 

That’s the highest first-day gross for Mi- 
crosoft’s blockbuster science-fiction/action 
franchise. 2010’s “Halo Reach,” the previous 
record holder, enjoyed a $200-million “open- 
ing day.” 

Microsoft did not report how many “Halo 
4” units it sold on launch day, but based on the 
game’s USS. retail price of between $60 and 
$100, the total is more than 2.2 million. 

The overall record for the most sales rev- 
enue by a video game on its opening day is held 
by “Call of Duty: Modern Warfare 3,” which 
debuted to $400 million last year. The new- 
est “Call of Duty” sequel, “Black Ops 2,” hits 
stores Tuesday and could smash that record. 

“Halo 4” is playable only on Microsoft’s 
Xbox 360 console, however, while “Call of 
Duty” games are also available for Sony’s Play- 
station 3, making comparisons difficult. 

Microsoft projected that “Halo 4” will gen- 
erate more than $300 million in sales in its 
first week.

It’s designed to 
operate in subfreezing temperatures, 
and its built-in GPS will tag where a 
photo was taken.

Life after death row 


Former inmate Damien 
Echols surprises critics 
with well-written memoir

When former death row inmate Damien 
Echols’ memoir, “Life After Death,” hit 
bookstores in September, many critics were 
so impressed by the quality of writing that 
they double-checked to make sure Echols had 
written the book himself. 

“Whenever I read that— people saying at 
first they thought I must have had a ghost 
writer—I’m never sure if I should take it as a 
compliment or an insult,” Echols said, laugh- 
ing, when RedEye called him at his new home 
in Salem, Mass. “You know, it could go either 
way.” 

In 1993, a teen Echols and two others were 
wrongfuly convicted of the murder of three 
boys in West Memphis, Ark. They were 
released from prison in 2011 after a plea deal 
and their story has been the subject of the 
“Paradise Lost” documentary series and Peter 
Jackson’s new “West of Memphis” documen- 
tary. On Wednesday, Echols discusses his ex- 
periences with local journalist Selena Fragassi 
at the Logan Square Auditorium, where he 
will sign copies of his book. We talked about 
his writing, his plans, his sunglasses and the 
book his wife, Lorri Davis, wishes he’d quit 
reading in public. 


Which authors most influenced your writing 
style? 

Nobody else even comes close to the impact 
on my writing style that Stephen King had. 


Basically, I learned how to write from reading 
Stephen King novels. When I was in prison, 

I would read them over and over because the 
characters start to seem so familiar to you, like 
old friends. 


What are you reading right now? 

Oh God, you don’t even want to know that! 
{Laughs.]} Lorri was horrendously embar- 
rassed because I was in the airport the other 
day reading this book called “Modern Sex 
Magick.” [Laughs.} It’s basically on tantra in 
the Buddhist tradition, only it’s done using 
Western terminology and written from a 
Western perspective trying to help Western- 
ers understand the experience more. 


You're always rocking great sunglasses 
these days. What brands do you recom- 
mend? 

Actually, every time you see me it’s the exact 
same ones. And the reason that I wear those 
is because [laughs] I can’t see two inches 
without them. They’re prescription glasses. I 
didn’t see sunlight for 10 years. Not only that, 
but I was in this tiny little space. Your eyes 
never get to really change focus so you gradu- 
ally lose that ability over the years, which is 
what happened to me. 


If you were on the other side of the micro- 
phone, who would you like to interview? 

I’m areally, really big fan of Nick Cave so I 
would like to do an interview with him; that 
would be nice. Marilyn Manson is a good 
friend of mine and he’s always got really inter- 
esting things to say ... Stephen King probably 
also would be a really good one.
